This was an action brought by the plain- 
tiffs nst the defendant on ap open account. 
Che defendant plead as a set-off w the plain. 
tiffs’ demand en bales of cotton alleged 
to be of the value of one thousand dollars, 
which the defendant avers in bis plea, had 
been delivered to the pisintiffs by him in the 
city of Savannah in the fall or winter of 
1867. On the trial of the case, the jury found 
a verdict for the defendant for tue sum of 
766. A motion was made for 4 new trial 
on the ground that the verdict was contrary 
to law, and the evidence, and for error in the 
charge of the Court to the jury, and refusal 
to charge as requested. Which motion for 
a new trial was ne by the amet _ 
tifis excepted. It appears from the 
ilcetete the record, that the cotton plead 
as a set-off to the plaintiffs’ demand, was 
made on his plantation in Burke county, 
which he had rented to his tenants, Walker 
& Dickinson, fer one-fourth of the cotton 
made thereon There had been no division 
of the crop between the defendant and his 
tenants, but the cotton made on the planta- 
tion wae delivered to the railroad agent to be 
forwarded to the plaintifis by Walker & 
Dickinson, and the question in the case 
is, whether there is sufficient evidence 
under the law, to make the _ plain- 
tiffs liable to the defendant for his rent 
cotton delivered by Walker & Dickiuson 
to the railroad nt to be forwarded to them. 
To establish the defendant’s set off against the 
plaintiffs, the law requires the same evidence 
as if the defendat had sued them as plaintiff 
for the value of the cotton. The evidence is 
that forty bales ef cotton were delivered to 
the railroad agent at Waynesboro by Walker 
& Dickinson, consigned wo Wilson & Wilkin- 
son, Savannah. There is no evidence of the 
receipt of the cotton by the plaintiffs, or if 
they had received it that they knew that one- 
fourth of it was the property of the defend- 
ant. The defendant states that to the best of 
his recollection he notified the plaintiffs of 
his intention to send his rent coiton. Wil- 
jam E. Walker, one of the partners of Wal- 
ker & Dickinson, states, that he informed the 
plaintiffs by letter in the fall, but could not 
say at what particular time, that the defend- 
ant claimed one-fourth of the cotton for 
rent. The plaintiffs positively deny in their 
evidence ail knowledge that one-fourth of 
the cotton raised on defendants’ plantation in 
Burke county, by Walker & Dickinson, was 
the property of defendant, and deny that 
any cotton ef defendant was ever consigned 
tothem. If taere had been sufficient evidence 
in the record to create a prima facie liability 
of the plaintiffs for the value of the cotton 
under the law, we should not disturb the ver- 
dict, but in our judgment there is not, There 
is no evidence that the plaintiffa ever received 
the cotton.

nefit of thecity. On the tria! of the case, the 
the jury found as verdict for the defendant. A 
motion was made for a new trial on the 
several grounds of error set forth in the re- 
cord, which was overruled, and the plaintiff 
excepted. The Court charged the jury in ad- 
dition to other charges given to them. “That 
if ihe plaintiff purchased any land liable to 
overflow from the drains of the city of Au- 
gusta, it was his misfortue, and he could not 
recover, a8 8 man must purchase land subject 
to overflow from any natural cause, at bis 
own rises.” This charge of the Court, in view 
of the facts of the case, was error,in my 
judgment. Whilst it may be true asa general 
rule that if a man purchases land subject to 
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also charged ag se “that it was the 
daty of every aunicipai corporation to keep 
open ite drains aud sewers, and that if dat- 
age ensucd from the flowiag of water there- 
from in ite natural course the defencanpts 
were not liable.” This charge of the Uvur', 
as applicable w the facts of the case, was in 
my judgment, error. The latter part of it 
ignores the real question in issue between the’ 
parties, (to-wit, whether the defendants by 
ibe construction of their drains and sewers to 
catry off the water from the city, had thrown 
a larger quanti:y of water apon the plaintiff's 
iand than otherwise would have been there, 
but the Court in effect told the jary, that if 
d e ensued to the plaintiff from the flow- 
ing of water from the defendant's (rains and 
sewers in its natural course therein, the de- 
fendants were not liable, whether the qaanti- 
ty of water thrown ou the tiffs land was 
increased thereby or not. The Court further 
charged the jury, “that if the defendants 
caused any damage by turning off the water 
of the Augustacanal through the drains of the 
city, they wore 1 sible therefor, but that 
ihey were not liable for any damage caused 
by overflowing the banks, or for dis- 
charging the water to svoid. overflow” 
This charge, in my judgment, was also 
error and calculated te mislead the jary. 
The effect of the charge was tw tell them 
that the defendants might discharge the 
water through their drains upon the plain- 
tiff’s land, w avoid an overflow of the same, 
caused by the turning off of the water of the 
Augus‘a Canal through the drains of ‘the 
city without being liable for any damages 
Lt is true the Court did not teli the jury in so 
many words thatthe defendants mi lis- 
charge the water which ruo in their drains 
from the Augusta Canal on the. piasintiff’s 
land to prevent an overflow of their drains 
without being liable for damages, but where- 
else was the water to be discharged, accora- 
ing to the facts in the case, oton the 
plaintiff's land? It was the duty of the de- 
fendants when 7% undertook to construct 
iraine and sewers for the purposetof carry- 
ing off the water from the city, so to con- 
struct and manage the same as not to over- 
flow the land of other people, and if they 
failed to constuct their drains of sufficient 
capacity to do so, they certainly had no legal 
rigut tw discharge the water on the plaintiff’ 
fand to avoid an overflow of their own 
drains. According to the general principles 
of the law éepplicable to the facts of tnis 
case, as I undérstand them, the defendants 
(a municipal corporation) were bound 60 to 
construct and mauage their drains and sewers 
for the benefit of the city as to carry off the 
water therefrom without injury to the rights 
of others; and if by the unskilful construc 
tion of such drains and sewers or by the negli- 
gent management of the same by the defenv- 
ants, their agents or servants, injury and 
damage result therefrom, they are liable for 
such injury and damage, The main control- 
ing question in this case is whether the plain- 
tiff has been injured and damaged by the de- 
fendants in consequence of having 4 greater 
quantity of water thrown upon his land by 
the defendants’ drains aud sewers for the 
benefit of the city than would otherwise be 
there if such drains and sewers had not been 
constructed to carry off the water from the 
city, including that introduced by the Augus- 
ta Canal, under its present management by 
the city autho:ities. Although, in ny judg- 
mont, there is @ p nderance of evidence 
in favor of thé plaintiff, still 1 would not dis- 
turb the verdict, but for the errors in the 
charge of the Court tothe jury.

JAMES ANTHONY FROUDE. 


A Sketch of the Famous English 
Historian Now Lecturing 
in New York. 


From the New York Tribune.) 
We have already announced the arrival of 
the historian, James Anthony Froade, in this 


city, on a lecturing tour. Five lectures are to 
be delivered in the hall of the Young Men’s 
Christias on * The Relations 
Between aod Ireland.” The lectures 
will be given in the followingorder: Oct. 16, 
“The Norman Conquest of Ireland ” Oct. 18, 
“Ireland Under the Tudors aad Stuarts ;” Oct. 


21, “The Penal Laws and Their Consequen- 
cea” Oct, 2B, “Grattan and the Voluntee:s ;” 
Oct. 25, “The Rebellion of 1798, the Union, 
and the Ireland of To-day.” 

The celebrated historian is a tall, well- 
built man, with an exceedingly good-natur d, 
pleasant face,a mouth that seems ever wo 
smile, fine brown eyes, large and bright and 
thoughtfal; high forehead, and yish 
whiskers, a la Dundreary. it is an nglish 
face, and unusually plensant. When Froude 
becomes animated his eyes sparkle, his lar 
mouth is drawn into a winning smle—tle 
whole face fairly beams with good-nature. In 
his dress Mr. Froude displayed the utmost 
simplicity. He wose a suit of gray, very 
much like a Scotch plaid. In his manner the 
historian is unaffected and modest. 

James Anthouy Froude is the second son 
of a clergyman of the Anglican church, the 
venerable R. H. Froude, Archdeacon of Tot- 
ness, Devonshire, Eogiand, a stanch adherent 
of the established religion, and a man who 
has given to the worla two sone destined to 
play a prominent part among the most re- 
mrkable men of the age ia which he lived, 
Mr. Froude’s elder brtber, Richard Harrei 
Froude, was the author of The Remains, a 
work of some power, which attracted consid- 
erable attenuion when it wae firet published. 

The subject of the present notice is the 
younger sun, and wa Dborh on the 23d of 
April, 1818, and from an early age was des- 
tined for the Church. He regeived hir pri- 
mary education at his native place, amid 
thee scenes of rural beauty which abound in 
one of the most picturesque counties in Eng- 
land. He was subsequently sentto West- 
minsier—one of those colebeated schools 
which, with Eton, Harrow and Winchester, 
have, for centuries, stood foremost among the 
educational institutions of the country, and 
which molded the genius of most of those 
maser minds of which Englishmen feel so 
justly proud, 

rivus Westminster he was sentto Ovid 
College, Oxford, and here, in 1842, he took a 
high degree, being placed in the second class 
in Classics, In 1850, two years afterwards, 
he was elected to.a fellowship at Exeter, 
having previously obtained the Chancellur’ 
prize for an Euglish essay. At thie period «f 
his Career bis thoughts wok «a decided turn 
from the path marked out for him by his 
faiuer, and be abandoned the idea of enur- 
log the «hdrch, In 1847 he gave the public 
his first work, entitled The Shadows of the 
Clouds, a volume of lightsome tales, full of 
humor, originality, humor, sarcasm aud 
inoral, Gut the publieation of bis gren 
work, The Nemesis of Faith, may be said to 
have laid the foundation of all his fame. 
The wildest excitement was manifested upon 
the appearance of this volume from his pen, 
in wuich heresies of the deepest dye and 
skepticism of the most dangerous character 
were deciared to be se: forth, insomuch that 
‘The Nemesis was publicly burned at Oxford, 
after anathemas had been publicly and pri- 
vately hurled against its author. 

Mr. Froude then left Oxford, and resolyed 
to devote himself solely to literary pursuits. 
At this juncture bis attention was directed to 
history, and Frazer’s Magazine, of which he 
has since beceme editor, as weil as the West- 
mioster Review of that time, contain severu] 
essays from bis pen. A suggestive paper ‘ On 
the Kook of Job” indicates the earlier turn of 
his mind; but others upon Jobn Knox, Car- 
dioal Woolsey, Mary Stuart and Mary Tudor 
point more clearly to the direction it was now 
taking. His history of England, despite of 
adverse criticisms, must ever rank with the 
highest historical productions in our language. 
With politics Mr. Froude has not concerned 
himseif, but since the comple ion of bis great 
work he has studied closely the condition of 
affairs in I eland, and bas thus mastered the 
subject of bis lectures,
